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Do not assume content reflects current 
scientific knowledge, policies, or practices.

timber products, maintaining wildlife habitat diversity, and providing other dispersed recreational opportunities. 
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Trail Markers 


Trails are designated open with 
trail markers on brown 
carsonite posts. Each marker 
has a symbol for the trail area: 
ie. MC is Main Corridor, DRL 
is Dorr Run Loop. Below the 


trail area is the difficulty rating 
and the direction referred to by 
the marker. An example is 
shown here.

STATE OF OHIO LAWS: 

Registration is required of all motorcycles, 
trailbikes and all purpose vehicles on National 
Forest trails unless a non-resident's home state 
requires registration similar to Ohio's. Regis- 
tration can be obtained at the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles or Deputy Registrar. A 
portion of this fee is used for new trail con- 
struction. Operating a trailbike or all purpose 
vehicleis prohibited: 7 

-- when transporting any firearm, bow or 
hunting implement which is loaded and/or not 
securely encased. 

-- for pursuing, capturing or killing animals or 
fowl. 


REGULATIONS 
The following regulations are enforced on the 
Wayne National Forest: 
1. Designated ORV trails are for vehicles 50 
inches or less in width. 
2. Motorized vehicles are prohibited off 
designated trails and roads. 
3. Prohibit operating any vehicle including 
ORVs: 
-- Carelessly or without regard for the 
safety of others. 
-- Under the influence of alcohol or drugs. 
-- Ina manner which damages or unreason- 
ably disturbs soil, wildlife, or vegetation. 
-- Without an operable braking system. 
-- From one-half hour after sunset to one- 
half hour before sunrise unless equipped 
with working headlights and taillights. 
-- With one internal or external combustion 
engine not equipped with a properly in- 
stalled spark arrester or exhaust system. 
-- In violation of posted or established 
limits on speed, weight, or width. 


Violations 


Violations are enforced by Forest Officers and 
violators face up to $500 fine and/or 6 months 
imprisonment for each offense.

Respecting the rights of hikers, skiers, 
_ campers, and others to enjoy their 
activities undisturbed.
